United States Deputy Marshal Buck- 
ingham brought in a tough customer 
yesterday from the Mesa Grande, 60 
miles from Temecula. Stayfan Soto 
is the name of the prisoner, and he is 
charged with shooting an Indian on 
the Mesa Grande Reservation. The 
story of the crime and the events 
which led up to it and followed it are 
decidedly interesting. 

It seems that trouble has arisen be- 
tween the whites and the Indians on‘

News of the shooting having reached 
the Marshal, Deputy buckingham was 
sent after Soto. The latter is quite 
a noted character, and had defied the 
authorities before. The Deputy Mar- 
shal had a hard time to get him, and 
finally only captured him by. getting 
the drop on him, when Soto had his 
revolver out. He resisted even after 
one handcuff had been fastened. 

Immediately after his arrest, a Con- 
stable came to the Deputy Marshal 
and attempted to serve a warrant on 
him for arresting a man once ac- 
quitted of the same charge. Soto had 
been arrested and tried before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, whose name was 
not learned, and acquitted, and the 
warrant issued by the J ustice was an 
attempt to keep Soto out of the 
clutches of the United States Court. 
The Deputy Marshal explained the 
authority under which he was acting, 
and that Soto must come with him, 
when the deputy weakened and de- 
clined to serve the warrant. After 
this no more trouble was encountered 
and the prisoner was brought safely to 
the city.

It has been learned that Mr. H. G. 


4 acobs, architect of the Government 
building, has, at the suggestion of 
Representative Vandever, embodied

The physical features of Southern 
California are mountain, valley and 
desert, in about equal proportions: 
From every point of view numerous 
mountain ranges ate yisible, some of 
thich.are snow-capped, The Sierra 
Madre Mountains, 6 
the name implies, is 
Angeles, and runs if 
direction from the Pactie Océan 


of the direction of a mountain range 
in reference to its general trend, for 
it is the nature of mountains to 
broken and irregular, and the sierra 
Madres are no exception to the rule. 
But while irregular they are suffl- 
ciently well defined to present a seri- 
ous obstruction to communication by 
land between Los Angeles and the 
North. Thisis felt more sensibly by 
the builders of railroads than by 
others. 


The Southern Pacific broke through 
this great barrier by digging a tunnel 
more than a mile in length. The 
Santa Fé Company went far to the 
eastward and broke over it by climb- 
ing through the Cajon Pass. Other 
passes are spoken of, but they are not 
very well defingd. | 

Several lines of railroad, besides 
those already named, coming from the 
East and North, would center in Los 
Angeles but for the difficulty of sur- 


difficulty with the Sierra Nevadas, 
which have been passed over by the 
Central Pacific Railroad, though at 
the cost of constructing and main- 
taining forty miles of snowsheds. No 
other company has had the courage to 
undertake the crossing of the Sierra 
Nevadas, though the matter has been 
discussed by several eastern lines fo 
the past twenty years. 
Barring the comparatively small ob- 
struction of the Sierra Madre range, 
Los Angeles is easily approachable by 
railroad, and would soon be entered 
by the Carson and Colorado, and by 
some one or more of the eastern roads 
now ending in Utah. It is really much 
less difficult for any of the roads now 
crossing the Mississippi to reach the 
Pacific Ocean at Los Angeles than at 
San Francisco. No snow whatever 
need be encountered in coming to this 
southwestern outlet to the great west- 
ern sea. 

Los Angeles is already the center of 
more than a dozen railroads, and when 
others that are projected are compieted 
she will be hardly second to any city 
in the United States as a railroad 
center.

THE TYPE-STICKERS. 


Printers In Unknown Graves. 
DENVER (Colo.), June 14.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] But little business of any 
great importance was transacted at the 
‘Typographical Convention today. Among 
the recommendations of the, Finance Com- 
mittee was one tothe effect that members 
of local unions dying on the road, while 
holding certificates of the International 
Typographical Union, shall be buried at 
the expense of the union. This stirred up 
a brisk fight. Some members advocated 
further delay for the sake of improving 
upon the provision for the burial of de- 
ceased traveling printers, The “tramp” 
printers, at whom this proposed provision 
was aimed, found an eloquent champion 
and hard fighter in Mr. McPhillips of Jaek- 
son, Mich. He contended that vast num- 
bers of “tramp” printers are lying in un- 
known graves, and will continue to die un- 
cared for in case of further delay. The 
recommendation was lost. 

A motion that the subject be referred to 
the Committee on Laws, with orders to re- 

rt at the next session of the Union, was 
ought successively through the stages of 
viva voce and hand votes up to an yea and 
nay vote, and finally carried by 53 yeas to 


41 nays. 

At this point the union went into execu- 
tive session, The Committee on Laws non- 
concurred in McPhillips’s resolution to 
make any member of subordinate unions 
as eligible for office as for delegate. 

Mr. Kalls offered a substitute that no one 
except a delegate or ex-delegate shail be 
eligible to the elective offices of the Inter- 
national Union.

IT HITS DEPUTY AUDITOR LAU- 
TERIO AND OTHERS. 


A Warrant for $360 Drawn in Favor 
ot J. G. Garber That Needs 
Official Explanation—Four Other 
Indictments to Be Heard from. 


The ax of the Grand Jury has fallen 
at last. Yesterday afternoon at 5 
o’clock they quietly assembled in Judge 
Cheney’s courtroom, in Department 
No. 1 of the Superior Court, and re- 
turned five indictments. The names of 
the persons indicted were kept from the 
reporters, until after arrests shall take 
place. Judge Cheney, as he fixed the 
bail in each case, did so without men- 
tioning the name, and instructed the 
Clerk not to make any entries of the 
names on the minutes until after bench 
warrants were returned. District At- 


bar, observing the result of hard work 
on his part, as the Judge picked up the 
indictments and looked over them. 
Chairman Perry of the 2 of Su-

When the bail had — fixed in each 
case, as follows: 82500, $1500, $2500, 
$2000 and $1500, Judge Cheney in-

the report; also to call upon him for 
legal advice, if necessary. He said 
that he will leave word with County 
Clerk Dunsmoor, where he is going, 
and if absolutely necessary he can be 
found, otherwise his whereabouts will 
be as secret as anindictment.

It was paid, but there is noth- 
ing to show, as far as ascertained,who 
received the money. There is no stub 
in the stub book to show what it was 
issued for.

Beginning with Auditor 
Montafio and continuing with him for 
both terms, he started in with Aud- 
itor Hamiin five months ago. Lau- 
terio is aman of more than average 
ability, and has made a large circle of 
acquaintances through the public of- 
fice he has held, and during a long 
residence in the city. 

Whether his arrest is to be the sig- 
nal or not for other arrests in connec- 


coun ty offices cannot be ascertained. 
The Grand Jury and those in posses- 
sion of its secrets maintain a discreet 
silence upon the subject. If Deputy 
Lauterio has been peculating, how- 
ever, it is not thought possible, by the 
knowing ones, that he is alone respon: 
sible.
